Ud association against the Chicago and 
fforthwestern Railroad company.

trouble arising out of the appointment of 
ItcNerny as yardmaster. From the out- 
set it was apparent that then was a bit- 
ter fight between the representatives ot 
the switchmen and the trainmen, the con- 
ductors leaning towards the switchmen, 
while the flremen. la the person of the 
president, seemed to favor the trainmen. 


A Conspiracy Against the Switchmen. 
It was brought out during the dtacus- 


sion that the Brotherhood of Trainmen 
had determined to 
support McNerny, 


who waa a member of their organization, 
and it was shown that meetings had been 
held between the officials ot the Brother- 
hoods of Trainmen and Firemen and the 
officers of the railway company to con- 
coct measures to get rid of the switch- 
men. .It was pointed out that at these 
meetings the trainmen, and firemen's 
brotherhoods had declared that it would 
be impossible for them to take the places 
of any of the switchmen if they struck, 
[t was also shown that various ways of 
getting over the difficulty had been con- 
sidered. At last a scheme was devised 
and agreed to by the chief officials of the 
firemen and trainmen that the Chicago 
and Northwestern 
Railroad company 


should discharge all the switchmen on 
account of some grievance, and that then 
the trainmen and firemen could take 
their places temporarily. 


Baled Out All the Charges. 


This agreement was made in writing; 


and signed by representatives of the two 
organizations with the full connivance of 
the chief executives ot these organiza- 
tions. These charges made by the switch- 
men were, however, unheeded, and It was 
ruled that the trainmen were not on trial 
before the council, bat that what 
bad met to discuss was a grievance of tha 
switchmen. A vote was eventually or- 
dered to be taken on the question of ap- 
proving or disapproving of the switch- 
men's grievance. TIM firemen only having 
two representatives present wen not en- 
titled to vote, and this left the settlement 
of the question to the conductors, switch- 
men and trainmen. By the rules of the 
council a grievance to be approved most 
have the unanimous vote of the organiza- 
tion*, and if one vote is cast against It the 
grievance is disapproved. 


Refused Point Blank to Obey. 


The conductors and switchmen; or a to- 


tal of six, voted in favor ot approving the 
grievance and the trainmen, three in num- 
ber, voted to disapprove. In consequence 
the switchmen lost their case, and the ac- 
tion ot the road was sustained. A 
lutlonwas then introduced that all the 
trainmen now in the service ot the north- 
western road and filling the switchmen's 
places should withdraw and make way 
for those switchmen who had been dis- 
charged. This was carried by a vote of A 
to 8. and then Grand Master Wilkinson, 
of the trainmen, got up and refused to 
•bide by the order, defying the council to 
make him do so. W. A. Sheahan, the 
tecntary of the trainmen, also refused 
to lend oat any such order to his men. 


Debs Hakes a Warm Speech. 


Eugene Debs, of the firemen, then made 


• pretty warm speech, in which he scored 
the action of Wilkinson and Sheahan in 
defying the council. He said that it was 
not the first time they had done it, and If 
matters were to be ran In that way it 
would be better to smash the federation 
altogether. 
The resolution was with- 


drawn, and another resolution was offered 
which allowed McNerny to be retained In 
his present position, but providing for the 
return ot the discharged switchmen to 
their old places. This was also opposed 
most vehemently by the trainmen, and 
ultimately it was withdrawn. A resolu- 
tion censuring the conspiring officials was 
offered, but it also was withdrawn. 
On. Crumb of Comfort «>r the Switchmen 


The council suggested that Grand Mas- 


ter Swseney, on behalf of the switchmen, 
sboold wait on the officials of the North- 
western road and request that all the 
switchmen who bad been discharged, ex- 
cept those guilty of inciting to Illegal 
•eta. should be reinstated. Grand Master 
Wilkinson was advised to see that as 
many of the trainmen as possible should 
return to their former business and leave, 
places open for the switchmen. 
The 


eomodl then adjourned till their regular 
meeting In June.

The Bights of the Railway. 


"While the men do the work we have 


got to recognize the right of tbe railroad 
0 ran it own property. Yet these switch- 
men have time and again 
disobeyed 


orders, and have violated the rales of 
heir organisation. Twice they have gone 
on a strike without cause and against the 
rales of their organization and of this 
'ederatlon. They went after McNerny's 
scalp, we stood by our member, and then 
they had him removed temporarily and 
leclared that he would be driven out of 
Chicago. He Las not been driven out of 
Chicago; he is at work for the North- 
western railroad, and he has been sus- 
tained by this council 
The Discharged Switchmen. 


The large majority of those switchmen 


are all right, and they will have but little 
lifflcnlty in getting back on the road. I 
am confident that all of tha out-of-town 
men will be put on when they make ap- 
>lication, and that many of the Chicago 
men will be reinstated. The disorderly 
element has been disposed of for good. 
Che Brotherhood of Trainmen will take 
neasures to have many of these men re- 
nstated. But they cannot take onr mem- 
Mrs' places." 
Declares the Action Infamous. 


Grand Master Frank Sweeney, of the 


switchmen, said: "The action of the 
council was the most infamous that ever 
took place in labor circles. It was a con- 
spiracy between the Northwestern Railway 
company and Sargent and Wilkinson to 
'do up' the switchmen. It was an out- 
rage. The conductors voted with us, the 
xainmen against us, and thefiromen hav- 
ng no quorum present lost their vote, 
This is the third time Sargent has played 
the racket of not having a quorum pres- 
ent of firemen when important questions 
were to be acted on. I brand the action 
of this council to-day as a damnable out- 
rage, an imposition on as honorable class 
of workingmen as ever lived, as a con- 
spiracy between the railroad company 
and Sargent to down a labor union. 
Knifed In the House of Thetr Friends. 


"We have nothing to ask of that coun 


ciL We have helped all those men when 
they needed onr help. We will now help 
ourselves. Wilkinson, of the trainmen'* 
brotherhood, was told to go and see the 
company in the interest ot our boys. Tbe 
council will do what It can for them. But 
what's the use talking. Here is a fight 
being made on the life of our organiza- 
tion. A fellow-organization is kuiflng 
us. Will we flghtt Did you over know a 
time when a switchman would not fight? 
1 will tell you nothing of our plans. Our 
grand lodge will meet to-morrow." 


DECIDED UPON SUBMISSION. 


Switchmen Conclude Not to Hate it Bail 


Matter Worse. 


Judging from present indications there 


will be no further trouble between the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway and 
the discharged switchmen, nor is there 
any 
likelihood 
of 
any 
disturbance 


occurring 
on 
other 
roads. 
The 


grand lodge of the Switchman's Mil 
tual Aid association met yesterday and 
and discussed the action of the supreme 
council Saturday. The course pursued by 
the representatives ot the trainmen and 
President Sargeant was unanimously con- 
demned, and at one time It looked very 
much as if tbe switchmen would with- 
draw from the Federation. After some 
discussion, however, it was decided not 
to do so, but for the present at least to al- 
low matters to remain as to they were. 


Expect Some Official Scalps* 


Grand Master Sweeney, in reply to a 


question as to whether the association 
would withdraw from the federation, 
said: "I do not quite see what power we 
have to do so. We do not hold the rank 
and file of tha Brotherhood of Trainmen 
responsible for the bass action of their 
officers. Grand Master Wilkinson and 
Grand Secretary Sheahan, and we do not 
believe that the brotherhood will sustain 
them. There 
are dissensions in the 


Brotherhood of Trainman at this present 
moment that will result iu the over- 
throw of those officials at tbe next meet- 
Ing. We do not hold the Northwestern 
railway really responsible for the recent 
difficulty, but we believe that Wilkinson 
and Sheahan and a certain section of the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen ware responsi- 
ble for the whole difficulty." 


Grand Master Sweeney's Advice. 


•What will be the action of the switch- 


men in the future?" was asked. 


"If they take my advice, and I think 


they will, they will go back quietly to 
work. We have no wish to cripple the 
Northwestern or any other road, nor to 
inconvenience the public, and I think we 
shall be able to show the people that we 
have good discipline In the Switchmen's 
association, and that switchmen are not 
snch bad characters as some people would 
like to paint them." 


Meeting of the Discharged Men. 


Bricklayers' hall was filled with switch- 


men from all parts of the city last night 
to hear the report of Grand Master Swee- 
ney on theCprooeedings of tbe supreme 
council. 
Vice Grand Master Downey 


spoke briefly, denouncing the action ol 
the trainmen who have taken the places 
of discharged switchmen. Grand Master 
Sweeney spoke at considerable length 
condemning tbe representatives of the 
trainmen and firemen in the supreme 
council All he could do was to advise 
those switchmen who could get employ- 
ment to do so. He could do nothing until 
he was told they would be supported by 
kindred organizations. The 
meeting 
wound up harmoniously, Mr. Sweeney 
being loudly cheered. 


HEBER NEWTON'S HETERODOXY.

requesting that an inquiry be institute! 
to ascertain the trnth of the rumors re 
spectlng the teaching of tha reverend 
gentleman. The two points in Dr. New 
ton's teaching that are to be submitted 
to the bishop are his alleged denial of the 
miraculous conception of Christ, and o 
tbe resurrection olthe human body 
Jesus. The petition is signed by nearly 
all the high dignitaries ot the Protestant 
Episcopal church in the diocese, and 
forces the bishop into a course in which 
silence can no longer to maintained.

About 875 Houses and Stores Burned 


and from 1,000 to 1,800 People Ken- 
dered Homeless—Tramps Fire a Mis- 
souri Town and Then Attempt to Loot 
It—Barb Wire Plant at Jollat Destroy 
ed—Mew York Tenement House Fire. 
MusKEGOir. Mich., May ia-Thts city 


was visited by a terrible conflagration 
Saturday. The district burned over com- 
irises fiom thirty-five to forty acres and 
was built up mainly by laboring people. 
There were about 2V5 houses and stores 
burned, and from 1,000 to 1,MO people 
are homeless. Pine street, which was 
iwopt on each side, was built up of 
small business blocks used for stores 
>elow aud furnished living quarters for 
amilies overhead. The main business 
portion of the city was not affected, nor 
lid the fire reach tha better residence 
quarter. There will be no suffering on 
the part of those whose homes have been 
destroyed, as the citizens have already 
started subscription funds and will look 
after the destitute without calling on out- 
Bide cities tor assistance. 


A Loss of «fl«6,000. 


A careful estimate of the losses places 


the total amount at 1625,000, with $380,000 
nsurance. 
The fire progressed with 


great velocity as the wind from tha lake 
was blowing a gale. The fire department 
was wholly inadequate to meet the fury 
of the whirlwind of fire, and had the 
wind not died out in the evening the 
flames would have destroyed everything 
within Its track to the city limits. The 
most costly structure that waa burned 
was the court house. It was a handsome 
three-story brick building and cost, when 
erected, In 18fl9, about 166,000. On its top 
was a cupola, and it was there that the 
fire was started by a flying spark while 
yet the fire was two blocks away. No at- 
tempt was made to save it and one would 
lave been useless, as the water pressure 
was not sufficient to throw a stream to 
the top story. 


fiemo ved All the Currency. 


The vaults were in one-story additions 


at the sides of the main structure and 
the books and records.m them were doubt- 
ess preserved. County Treasurer Van 
Zalingen stated that he removed all the 
currency from the vaults. The board ot 
supervisors will be called together for the 
purpose of securing rooms for the county 
officers and the circuit court. The Insur- 
ance upon the building and furniture 
amounts to 130,000, in the following com- 
panies: Home, to 000; Continental, $5,000;

BLAZES ELSEWHERE. 


A Number of Families Have Narroi 


Escapes at New York. 


NEW YORK, May 18—At 4.30 o'clock 


Monday morning the row of five-story 
brick apartment houses oil Eighth avenue 
between One Hundred and One Hundred 
and Thirty-seventh streets, were totally 
destroyed by flre, and more than a dozen 
families narrowly escaped being roasted 
alive. Nearly all the tenants mode their 
exit from the burning buildings clad 
only in their night dresses, by way of the 
are escapes, and were taken care of by tha 
neighbors. The loss on the buildings and 
on the furniture of tenants will aggregate 
about f3ft,000, only partly insured. This 
is the eighth fire that has occurred in 
these houses during the last ten months, 
aud the police and residents in the neigh- 
borhood are firmly convinced that the 
house was set on fire. The houses which 
were mostly occupied by employes of the 
elelevated railroad are owned by 
the 


Equitable Life Insurance company. 


Tramps Try to Loot n Town* 


SEDALIA, Ma, May 18.—Sunday morn- 


ing the principal business block iu the 
town of Lamonte, fourteen miles west 
of this city, was destroyed by flre, the 
loss being $35,000. The flre was started 
by a gang of tramps, who proceeded to 
loot the town as soon as the blaze was 
well under way. A number of houses 
were ransacked and the citizens were 
terror-stricken. 
The explosion of 100 


pounds of blasting-powder in a burning 
hardware store added to the contusion. 
The marshal and an armed posss succeed- 
ed in putting the thieves to flight, capt- 
uring four of them. 


Disastrous Flre at Jollet. 


JOLIET, Ills., May 18—Tha extensive 


barb wire and wire drawing plant of the 
Joliet Enterprise company, waa destroyed 
by fire at 2 o'clock Monday morning. 
Loss, $2M,000; insurance, $65,000. Three 
hundred men are thrown out of employ- 
ment by the fire. The origin of the fire 
is unknown. The company will rebuild. 


Mayor Shakespeare and Proieniauo. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., May 18.—Mayor 


Shakespeare was called upon Friday by 
Henry Paters, a stevedore, who com- 
plained that the Provenzano brothers 
were interfering with his business and in- 
timidating the men he employed. Tba 
mayor at once sent for both Joseph and 
Peter Proveuztmo. Joe put in an appear- 
ance. He was subjected -to a severe lec- 
ture by tha mayor, who informed him 
among other things that his annoyance to 
Paters must stop; that he and bis gang 
had caused trouble enough; that the 
police had bien instructed to use every 
means in their power to prevent him and 
his gang from annoying citizens, and 
that the reign of terror must cease. 


Bain Quenches the Forest Flre*.

rain has fallen here and quenched tha 
forest fires that were raging on every side 
and were beginning to threaten the city. 
The rain will help crops, which were 
beginning to suffer.

miles from the point where they left the 
raad to pick flowers.

place where the children lost their way.

THE ENGINEER CRUSHED TO DEATH 


And a Friend Who Was Biding With Him 


Also Killed—The Fireman Frightfully 
Scalded by Encaplng 
Steam—Fatal 


Wreck in Indiana on the Chicago and 
Atlantic Bond—Brakeman and Fireman 
Killed In a Wreck—Other Fatuities. 
NEW YORK, May 18.—An accident on 
he Long Island railroad near Greon- 
ille Sunday night was caused by tbe 
train striking a wagon which was being 
riven across the track at a crossing. 
Tbe impact threw the engine from tbe 
alls and it plunged down a steep em- 
bankment. The train consisted of only 
na passenger coach and a baggage car. 
ioth cars remained on the track, but 
were telescoped. 
In the cab with the 


ngineer, Frank Coombes, was a friend 
named Jarvis and Fireman Michael 
tiordau. The accident happened so sud- 
enly that none of the men had time to 
ump and went to tha bottom ot tha em- 
tankment with the engine. 


Crushed Under the Wreck. 


As it plunged downward it turned upon 
ts side. The engineers and his friend 
ell under it and were crushed to death. 
The fireman slipped down between the 
engine and tender and was jammed be- 
ween both. The imprisoned fireman was 
rightfully scalded by the escaping steam. 
The other persons injured were Conductor 
Tones and Brakeman Biordan; the former 
was bruised aud shocked and the latter 
ladly injured. The locomotive was badly 
wrecked and the two cars were wedged 
ogether and badly splintered. The few 
>assengers on board miraculously escaped 
njury.
